One of Two Men Who Put Gro- 
cer in Icebox and Robbed 
Cash Box Caught. 


A button from a woman’s dress, which 
had been left in a cash drawer in a gro- 
cery and meat market at 21 South Broad- 
way, was found in the pocket of a man 
arrested, after a chase, Thursday, and 
helped to prove he was a robber. ? 

Two men entered the shop about day- 
light, and forced George Saap, the pro- 
prietor, to enter an icebox, one of them 
holding a revolver to his head until he 
obeyed. They rifled the cash register 
and fled. 

The icebox had an inside latch. Saap 
freed himself and followed the rob- 
bers. The thieves separated at Elm 
street, one of them runhing into an al- 
ley. : 

Saap followed this man, a_ patrolman 
joined in the chase, and they caught the 
fugitive. When he was searched a 
pocketful of change was found, and in 
the change was a butten from a wom- 
an’s dress.

The 
prisoner said he was Joseph Cattle of 
Chicago. He told the police his asso- 
ciate was George Lee, or Cunningham, 
of East St, Louis.

St. Louisan Declares He Was At- 
tacked by Host in Home of 
Petoskey, Mich., Man.

Accused Appears in Court, but 
Case Is Continued at Con- 
sent of Both Sides. 





PETOSKEY, Mich., Aug. 15.—Arrested 
Wednesdsy- afternoon on a. charge of 
peace disturbance, preferred by John Mc- 
Nair Jr. of 4244 Westminster place, St. 
Louis, Leopold -H. Fisher appeared in 
Justice Court this morning for -his ar- 
raignment, but by consent of both the 
prosecution and defense it was post- 
poned. Fisher and his attorneys at the 
araignment will give official notice as 


to whether he will have an examination 
or waive it. Unless settled out of court, 
the case will be tried in Emmett County 
Circuit Court. 

McNair says: ‘“‘My father will spend 
ev ery cent if necessary to prosecute the 
case.’ 

McNair rs popular in Northern Michi- 
gan resorts, having spent 18 summers 
with his parents in their Wequetonsing 
cottage, but the family, with the excep- 
tion of John Jr., and his sister, Mildred, 
remained at St. Louis this year. John 
is employed in the Petoskey Bazar. 

Disfigured for Life. 

As the result of conflict between Mc- 
Nair and Fisher, the former is. disfig- 
ured for life. His forehead and nose 
were badly cut by glass, and several 
stitches were necessary. 

The attending physician, Dr. L. Gard- 
ner of Harbor Springs, deciares that 
several bad scars will remain. He told 
McNair to stay in bed, but the young 
man is very active and Wednesday 
walked from here to Menonaqua Beach, 
a distance of about six miles, in order 
to. indulge in his fevorte Rastine of 
fishing. According to. 
lowing..is the story: 

Fisher invited him to his cottage near 
Harbor: Point Sunday afternoon and 
treated him with all courtesy until he 
had..been in the house a. short time 
Then Fisher made an unprovoked as- 
sault on McNair, who defended himself 
with spirit. 

Strugglea in Dark. 

McNair says they struggled in the 
darkness of the cottage for a period of 
time, which seemed like hours, but that 
MoNair finally bested Fisher and held 
him. 

As he was being held, Fisher is al- 
leged to have swung a glass door on 
McNair’s head, inflicting the injuries 
which formed blood clots in his eyes 
and blinded him temporarily. 

McNair ordered Fisher to take him to 
Harbor Springs, and the latter, accord- 
ing to McNair, attempted to entice him 
out on a dock. MéeNair, however, 
forced Fisher to take him to a Harbor 
Springs physician. 

Fisher is proprietor of an art store. 
He has traveled extensively and is well 
educated. He spends his winters at 
various cities, sometimes going abroad, 
but always returning here in the sum- 
mer. He is a bachelor. 

Fisher is a large man. Fisher con- 
tends. McNair tripped on a rug and fell 
through the glass door while he was 
standing in the sun parlor.

He Follows on Foot: Declaring 
He Will Try to Prevent 
a Wedding.

After a night of exciting adventure, 
Baarent Ten Broek Jr., 18 years old, of 
4237 Maryland avenue, and Miss Mar- 
garet Rubelmann of Clayton. who is 6, 
who have been eloping since last ‘Satur- 
day, have again eluded the young-man’s 
father, according to information Tre- 
ceived from St,’Marys, Mo., Thursday- 

In the early morning hours &@ war of 
wits was waged between Ten Broek’s 
father, who is trying to prevent the 
marriage, and Miss Rubelmann’s moth- 
er, who is encouraging the youthful 
elopers. 

Neither knowing that the other was 
on board, the elder Ten Broek and Mrs. 
Rubelmann departed from St. Louis on 
the same Iron Mountain train Wednes- 
day night, bound for St. Mary’s 

Mrs. Rubelman First Defiant. 

They met on the train and had a long 
conference. Ten Broek told Mrs. Rubel- 
mann that he was unalterably opposed 
to the marriage \ \because of the age of 
the young people. Mrs. Rubelmann at 
first defied Ten Broek to stop the wed- 
ding and said she would do all in her 
power to aid the young couple to get 
married. 

After a long talk Ten Broek apparent- 
ly won over Mrs. Rubelmann to his point 
of view. They went to the same hotel 
at St. Mary’s. Ten Broek took with 
him Deputy Sheriff Herbstreet ‘of Ste. 
Genevieve to arrest his son if that should 
be deemed necessary. 

From the hotel Ten Broek sent ,.a 
messenger to Sprague Island, the home 
of Mr. and Mrs. W. A. Sprague, where 
the couple has been in hiding. The mes- 
senger found them in a storm cellar. 

Reach Hotel on Horseback. 

He gave Ten Brock a note from his fa- 
ther asking him and Miss Rubelmann to 
go .to the hotel at St. Marys to 
a conference with their parents. 
After much parleying they agreed 
to go. They arrived at the  ho- 
tel on horseback and were told that 
Ten Broek had retired and that the con- 
ference would be in the morning. 

Young Ten Broek and Miss Rubelmann 
were assigned to rooms. The father’s 
messenger slept in Ten Broek’s room to 
keep guard over him. But if the elder 
Ten Broek was asleep Mrs. Rubelmann 
was not. She had changed her mind 
about aiding the young man’s father to 
capture the elopers. 

Earlier in the evening she had driven 
te Sprague Island to tell her daughter 
and Ten Broek that she was prepared to 
aid them, but she had arrived there too 
late. The senior Ten Broek’s messen- 
ger had been there before her and the 
young couple was on the way to the ho- 
tel at St. Marys. 

Mother of Girl Sends Aid. 

Mrs. Rubelmann returned to the 
hotel and found that her daughter and 
the young man who wants to be her 
son-in-law were there, but had re- 
tired. Mrs. Rubelmann sat up while 
the enemy, Ten Broek senior, slum- 
bered., 

At 3:30 a. m. young Ten Broek 
heard a gentle tapping on his. door. 
He opened it. In the dimly lighted 
hall stood a messenger from Mrs. Ru- 
belmann, The messenger handed him 
$30 and a note from Mrs. Rubelmann 
advising him to flee from the hotel 
with Margaret and resume his quest 
for a marriage license. 

Young Ten Broek took the hint, the 
money and his clothes, and crept from 
the room, leaving his guard asleep. He 
dressed in the hall, and went down- 
stairs. There he found Miss Rubelmann 
waiting for him. Two saddled horses 
stood at the door. 


Leaping into the saddle, the young 
folks rode away while Miss Rubelmann’s 
mother watched through one second- 
and Ten Broek’s father 
- ma through another. 

_ “few minutes after Ten Broek es- 
caped, his guard awoke and gave the 
alarm. The father gtarted in pursuit. 
He walked three miles and then hired 
a conveyance which took him to a point 
on the Mississippi River opposite Ches- 
ter. He believed the boy and girl had 
gone to Chester to apply for a license, 
but afier questioning many persons and 
finding no trace of them, he returned 
to the hotel] at St. Mary’s. 

Ten Broek Sr. took a southbound 
train from St. Marys at 10: 38 a. m. for 
Cape Girardeau. He said he would keep 
on the trail and prevent his son’s mar- 
riage. Mrs. Rubelmann remained at the 
hotel. She said she would return to 8t. 
Louis Thursday afternoon.

Cyanide of potassium, one of the dead- 
liest of drugs, is used at the fixture 
plant in cleaning and polishing brass. 
How any quantity of it could have got 
into the water was a puzzle to the em- 


.}ploves, but. Tracy said he clearly de- 


tected the smell in’ the water just as 
he drank it, and that this caused him 
to drink the large quantity of hydrant 
water which saved his life. 

A bucket had been used for filling the 
cooler, and some of the employes told 
the police they believed some of the 
cyanide preparation must have been left, 
by an oversight, adhering-to the side of 
this bucket, and in this way must have 
found its way into the drinking water 
supply. 

Others Who Drank Unaffected. 

The cooler is a %-gallon cedar tank 
and was closely covered. Other men 
had drunk from the tank repeatedly 
during the forenoon, and none except 
Meyers and Tracy was affected by the 
water. Julius Marks, a machinist, told 
a Post-Dispatch reporter he had taken 
at least six drinks from the cooler dur- 
ing the day. 

Officials of the company said there 
had been no trouble at the plant and 
that there was no internal strife among 
the workmen, so far as they had 
learned. 

The police took charge of the cooler 
and will submit its contents to chemists 
for analysis. 

Thought Attack Was Epileptic. 

E. W. Mendle, secretary of the com- 
pany, said he was on the second floor, 
where Meyers is employed, when Mey- 
ers came up from below and began 
staggering in the stairway. Meyers has 
been ill and evas subject to occasional 
epileptic fits, Mendle said, and his col- 
lapse at first was attributed by onlook- 
ers to epilepsy. 

Mendle and Alex Meyrose, a fore- 
man, carried Meyers up the stairs and 
laid him on the floor in the machine 
room. Dr. Amyx was.called immediate- 
ly and arrived in about ten minutes, but 
Meyers then was beyond medical aid. 

Dr. Amyx detected symptoms of cya- 
nide poisoning, but was tnable to un- 
derstand how Meyers had swallowed 
the drug until Tracy, becoming il a 
few minutes later, said he had smelled 
and tasted the: poison in the drinking 
water. 

Joseph Kallenger, porter at the plant, 
said he washed the ice carefully before 
putting it into the cooler, filled the 
tank from thé faucet and put the cover 
on. 

Tracy..told the reporter that the pol- 
ishers sometimes dissolved a small quan- 
tity of cyanide in water, to be used as 
a metal polish, but the solution, he sald, 
is kept in emall yessels and never taken 
near the water cooler.

According to the interview sent out 
by a news syndicate a woman writer 
had asked Mrs. Wilson if she agreed 
with Gertrude Atherton’s opinion on the 
smoking of cigarettes by women. 

Makes Public Her Letter. 

Mrs. Wilson's friends assured her that 
the interview in question had in all prob- 
ability been given by Mrs. Wilson Wood- 
row, a novelist, who, it is said, does not 
disapprove of women indulging in to- 
bacco, But the wife of the Democratic 
candidate for President wanted no mis- 
understanding as to her views, so she 
made public the letter to the Ohio paper 
today, as follows:

But certainly no woman in our 
household ever has or ever will 
smoke.

The editorial that brought the quick 
retort from Mrs. Wilson contained the

The Editorial. 

It was fn part as follows:

The article goes on to quote Mrs, Wil- 
son as saying, “Smoking cigarettes is a 
question of manners, not morals,’’ and 
adds: 

“Of course, this good lady has too much 
sense to say that. Whatever injures the 
health or breaks up the nerves is im- 
moral, and it is the worst kind of im- 
morality, too—at least quite as bad as 
swearing, stealing or lying. No, Mrs. 
Wilson didn’t say that. She hasn’t de- 
nied it, but she will. It would be better 
that her husband were defeated than to 
have a cigarette smoking mistress of 
the White riouse.” 

The Alleged Interview. 

The alleged interview in question was 
as follows: 

‘She smilingty exhibited three cigarette 
boxes piled in the corner of her desk, 
all but empty.

N not a single one of the 95 
O all-cotton samples of fabric 

taken as the basis of the 
Tariff Board’s investigations of the 
cotton schedule was there an actual 
reduction of the tariff by the Payne- 
Aldrich law. 

The samples were selected with great 
care by the combined judgment of the 
board's experts, indorsed by the leading 
jobbers of the United States, as being 
represettative of all classes of fabric 
in use in this country, each sample be- 
ing chosen because it was typical of 
the most used material of its particu- 
lar weave or class. Ninety-five all-cot- 
ton and five silk-and-cotton samples 
comprise the 100 that appear in the Tar- 
iff Board's cotton report: 

"Forty-seven of the 9% in the all-cotton 
class pay 33.60 per cent higher duties 
under the Payne-Aldrich than they did 
under the Dingley tariff. 


Payne-Aldrich “Jokers.”’ 


Of these 47 classes of material on 
which the tariff was increased nine 
are the fancy weaves made in three or 
four New England mills, commonly 
grouped as the ‘“‘Lippitt-McColl inter- 
ests." This is the cHque of New En- 
gland manufacturer-politicians who 
were permitted by Senatur Nelson W. 
Aldrich to write the cotton schedule to 
suit themselves. 

Of the nine Lippitt-McColl fabrics 
the Payne-Aldrich law jacked up the 
average duty from 36.57 to 60.33 per 
cent. In other words, the promised 
“revision downward” on these goods 
was really a revision upward 
amounting to 64.97 per cent of the 
Dingley rates. ? 

The remaining 38 classes of a]l 
cotton fabrics on which the duty was 
increased were not generally the

ring. Under the Dingley law these 
88 fabrics were assessed an average 
duty of 35.36 per cent. Under the 
_Payne-Aldrich law they pay 44.58 
per cent—a revision upward equal 
to 26.07 per cent of the former rate, 
as compared with 64.97 per cent in- 
crease on the manufactures of the 
favored few. 

On just three among the 100 samples 

‘was there a decrease in duty. These 
‘were the silk-and-cotton fabrics (silk 
mills) that pay more than 100 per cent 
duty. On these three samples the re- 
duction averaged 5.66 per cent on the 
former duty—a reduction from 116.70 per 
cent under the Dingley law to 110.44 per 
cent under the Payne-Aldrich law. On 
one of the silk-and-cotton samples there 
Was an increase amounting to 21.98 per 
cent. The fifth of the silk-and-cotton 
samples was left unchanged. 

On the 4 of the 9 all-cotton sam- 
ples there was no change in duty. 

On the three remaining samples (com- 
pleting the total of 100) no comparison 
is made because of apparent lack of au- 
thentic foreign prices.

Brought 
sharplyeto task for such perversion 
of the truth, he reiterated, and then 
forced President Taft to attempt to 
jam the statement down the throats 
of the American people. Mr. Taft had 
been supplied with ample proof that 
the cotton tariff was raised, yet he 
accepted Aldrich’s explanations, and 
in his famous Winona speech further 
declared that the Payne-Aldrich bill 
was “revision downward.” | 
* Senator Dolliver, true to the inter- 
ests of the cotton industry as a whole 
and to the public. exposed but was 
unable to prevent the extortion levied 
in behalf of the Lippitt-McColl ring. 
Iippitt has succeeded Aldrich as the 
representative of these interests in 
the United States Senate, and McColl 
has continued his active defense of 
this legislative favoritism. It was 
Dollivér’s fight that first awakened 
the people to the enormity of this 
tariff graft and to rankness of the 
favoritism shown by the Senators of 
Privilege toward their own business 
and political friends. 

Briefly to summarize the Tariff 
Roard’s veiled findings: There was 
revision upward on more than halt 
of the various classes of all-cotton 
fabric in general use, and no revision 
downward whatsoever. 


Industry Didn’t Seek It. 


Very few of the manufacturers of 
cotton goods sought or desired the in- 
creases made in Aldrich’s revision along 
with the hoisting of duties on the Lip- 
pitt-McColl products. The great ma- 
jority of manufacturers desire only fgir 
play and only such protection as they 
telieve their industry requires. But the 
cdium of the jugglery has fallen upon 
the whole cotton industry. 

The special interests in New England 
responsible for the “jokers” of the 
Payne-Aldrich tariff recently adopted 
unanimously a request that the cotton 
schedule be left alone, as the duties in 
their opinion are not too high. In con- 
trast with this attitude, the action of 
the American Cotton Manufacturers’ As- 
sociation is both significant and encour- 
aging. This organization includes a 
great many New England manufactur- 
hut its members are largely from 
the South. It recommended abandoning 
the attempt to fix duties on the ex- 
pioded theory of difference in cost of 
production at home and abroad, and 
avored adjustment of the duties to 
ineet the difference in foreign and do- 
mestic prices. In other words, the 
American Cotton Manufacturers’ Asso- 
ciation appreciates the economic condi- 
tions of trade as they are known to the 
business man, and desires only the rea- 
sonable measure. of protection that 
might be necessary to protect the home 
market. 


Ts, 


Cost of Production. 


The ‘Tariff Board's’ ijvestigations 
proved beyond dispute that the cost of 
production On a large part of the cotton 
schedule is no greater, and in many 
cases much less in the United States, 
than in England. But the Tariff Board 
failed to show why higher or lower 
prices prevail between the two coun- 
tries. Dissecting the facts as revealed 
by the 100 samples, it is shown that 
some of the products of New England 
manufacturers are*sold in this country 
cheaper than they are sold in England 
by English manufacturers * * * but 
only when the American manufacturer 
is forced to sell at the lower figure by 
domestic competition. But when the 
American manufacturer enjoys the mon- 
opoly of some particular weave or class 
of goods, he exacts from the domestic 
consumer all that he can collect by aid 
of the prohibitive tariff, which prevents 
competition from abroad. The Tariff 
Foard’s comparison in general terms of 
selling prices at home and abroad 
useless without proper interpretation. 
The significance of the facts can be ap- 
preciated only by realizing that the pro- 
hibitive duty is in most cases respon- 
sible for this difference in selling price,

Robert Taylor a traveling sales- 
man for the Barnes-Smitn Mercantile 
Co., a wholesale jewelry concern, 
with headqtiarters in the Wright 
Building, brought suit against the 
compahy and its officers in the Cir- 
cuit Court Thursday, charging that 
J. W. Barnes, the president, and Ed- 
ward A, Ziehme, the secfetary and 
treasurer, have drawn excessive sal- 
aries to the amount of $56,950 since 
January, 1909. 

Taylor says he owns 89 shares of 
stock in the concern, of the par value 
of $100 each. He says the company 
was organized in 1908 with a capi- 
talization of $100,000; that at the end 
of the second year it was doing a 
business of $200,000, but that sinée 
then, owing to the misconduct of 
Barhes and Ziehme, the property of 
the company has been reduced in 


value $75,000. 
Saya They Raised Salaries, 


When the company was organized, 
Taylor says, Barnes and Ziehme were 
put on a salary of $2100 a year. On 
van. 1, 1909, the Board of Directors, o: 
which Barnes and Ziehme are the ma- 
jority, the Only other member being T. 
K. Smith, the vice-president, increased 
their salaries to $5000 each, he says. On 
Jan. 1, 1910, Taylor alleges, Barnes and 
Ziehme “agreed that each should draw 
a pretended salary of $1000 a month.”’ 
Taylor says he did not learn of this un- 
til Aug. 2, 1912. 

T. K. Smith; another traveling sales- 
man, who is vice-president of the con- 
cern, is made a defendant. Smith is 
also the plaintiff in a suit which he has 
brought against the company in the 
Cireuit Court, similar to that of Tay- 
lor.

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“OSE CONFESSION 


GIVES SECRETS OF 
GAMBLING GRAFT 


Collector Relates Reason for 
Break Between Rosenthal, 
Who Was Killed, and Becker. 


RAID WAS RESPONSIBLE 
Complaints to Waldo Compelled 


Closing of Place Lieutenant 
Helped to Start. 





Leased Wire From the New York 
By Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 15.—The New York 
World this morning prints the written 
confession of Jack Rose which shows 


‘that in pursuance to the peremptory or- 


ders he says he received from Becker to 
go through with the final act in the 
tfagedy, he was enveloped in fear from 
which he gained no relief until he: had 
given himself up and told his whole 
story to District Attorney Whitman. 

The confession tells how at the begin- 
ning he was interested in a gambling 
house which was raided by Becker. He 
suspected Becker had other warrants to 
be used as the basis ox another raid, so 
when he saw Becker in the Essex Court 
the next day he asked about the war- 
rants and they adjourned to a saloon 
across the street. The conversation cul- 
minated in Rose’s agreement to pay $200 
for the warrants and the collapse of the 
case based on the raid already made. 

Rose Becomes Collector, 

They parted good friends and later 
Becker informed him that he was g6- 
ing to make big money out of the raids. 
Rose says Becker asked him to become 
collector, agreeing to pay him 2 per 
cent. He told Rose he was going to 
raid a house kept by a policeman ndmed 
Houch and a man named Armbruster. 
The place was raided and then Rose 
called on the gamblers and suggested a 
treaty with Becker. He arranged a 
meeting with Becker and Houch agreed 
to pay for protection and Rose got his 
commission. 

Rose says that he was not widely 
known to the gambling fraternity and 
none of them would trust him, but in- 
sisted on seeing Becker personally. Rose 
says that these meetings were arranged, 
that the terms were agreed upon be- 
tween Becker and his victims, and that 
he got the usual 25 per cent. 

Everything went along smoothly un- 


» til Becker and Rosenthal met and be- 


came fast friends. Rosenthal had two 
men added to Becker’s staff and he got 
up a list of places for Becker to raid, 
so that the Lieutenant might make a 
big reputation and at tne same time pay 
off same private grudges Rosenthal had 

nst other gamblers in town. Rosen- 
Tthal’s two friends were deputed to get 


the evidence against these places and 


at Rosenthal’s request, says Rose, and 
he cites an instance of a Williamsburg | 3 
gambling house being raided on evi- 
dence sworn to by a detective who had 
bever been inside the place. This case 
Was settled by the payment of $600 to 
Becker. 
Complaints Made to Waldo. 

Rosenthal had many enemies who 
were piling in complaints to Police Com- 
missioner Waldo, who kept after Beck- 
er, asking him why Rosenthal was per- 
mitted to run. This was after Rosen- 
thal had opened up on a bankroll of 
$1500, furnished by Becker as a loan on 
& chattel mortgage. Rose got 2 per 
cent, which he split with Becker. Beck- 
er told Rose about the complaints Com- 
missioner Waldo was getting and he 
told Rose he had to raid the place. He 
said he would square the raid by ziv- 
ing Rosenthal a release of the $1500 he 
owed, to offset the damage Rosenthal 
would suffer. 

The raid was made and Rosenthal got 
sore, Becker had expected, according to 
Rose, that the explanation he had made 
and the $1500 present would satisfy Ro- 
Senthal. But when it didn’t there was 
a break in their friendship, a uniformed 
man was stationed in Rosenthal’s place 
and Rosenthal began threatening to 
“squeal."’ This finally got on Becker's 
nerves and he told Rose that Rosenthal 
had to be stopped. 

About this time “Big Jack’’ Zelig, 4 
gambling gang leader, had been arrest- 
ed on a charge of carrying a loaded re- 
volver. .Zelig and his friends insiste’ 
he did not carry the pistol but that the 
one found on him was slipped into his 
Rose was told that Zelig’s 
friends were blaming him for the frame- 
up, and he was then generally known 
as Becker's collector... This alarmed 
Rose, who knew that anyone that got 
in the bad books of the Zelig gang 
didn't live long. He appealed to Beck- 
er, who he says admitted he had 
“framed” the case against Zelig, and 
added that after Zelig was released on 
ball would be a good time to get Rosen- 
thal. Zelig’s.men, he thought, would do 
the trick in return for the collapse of 
the case against Zelig. 

Rose Tries to Appease Zelig. 

Rose, to square himself with Zelig, 
got $250 from “Bridgie’ Weber to pay 
a bonding company for going bail .or 


Zelig ar gave Zeliz $50 to get out of 


town. He thought at first Becker only 
wanted Rosenthal beaten, but he says 
Becker said he wanted him “murdered, 
shot or his throat cut.”’ 

Rose tells how he faltered for weeks, 
making excuses despite continuous de- 


mands from Becker as to why the job | § 


wasn't done, and he finally served the 
ultimatum that if Rosenthal wasn: re- 
moved he would frame the whole down- 
town crowd and railroad them to prison. 

Then came Rose's story of how the 
killing was arranged, and how the 
“gang men’ went after Rosenthal. He 
told of the first arrangement made, 
when Rosehthal was found at the Gar- 
den Restaurant with his wife and 
“Jack” Sullivan, eating supper, and how

The action of the Senate pension bill 
conferees in ylelding to the House mem-_ 
bers in. regard to the abolishment of the 
pension agencies, was the culmination 
of a dispute which has held up the pay- 
ment of over $9;000,000 ef pension pay- 
ments due Civil War veterans on Aug. 
4.. The House probably will accept the 
Senate provision regarding the abolition 
of the pension agencies Jan. 31, 1913. 

Under the Senate provision the pay- 
ment of all pensions would, after the 
date named, be made directly from the 
Pension Bureau at Washington. At 
present the bureau has nothing to do 
with the actual payment to veterans, 
the checks going out through the hands 
of 18 district pension agents. The 
change would abolish 18 $4000 jobs, and 
result in the retirement or the removal! 
to Washington of several hundred dis- 
trict clerks. A saving of about $250,000 
in administration of the pension laws 
would follow. 


Cut in Cotton Duty.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 15.—The United 
States Department of Agriculture is 
looking for plant enthusiasts to aid 
in the work of experimenting with 
the thousands of new varieties of 
foreign plants hrought to these shores 
annually by the bureau of plant in- 
troduction. 

David Fairchild, in charge of this 
work, {s preparing to send out from 
the Government experiment farm at 
Chico, Cal., a large number of young 
plants. But théy will be sent only, 
he declared, to those people who can 
prove to the Government that they 
are genuinely interested In experi- 
menting carefully with the plants to 
help determine their possible value 
for further introduction Into various 
sections of the country. 

Rain-proof canvas cards, giving 
name, history and known character- 
istics, will be attached to each speci- 
men and the experimenter will be 
expected to inform the Government of 











the results of his work.

OUR POSTAL SPY SYSTEM. 

Resistance to bureaucracy becomes justifiable 
when it carries its espionage over the private cor- 
respondence of the public to such an extent that 
even the mail of a United States Senator is not 
immune from interference. 

That it has been carried this far, Senator La 
Follette asserts. He could not have mistaken the 
evidences of tampering which his correspondence 
bore and the charge is the more credible because 
the letters related to a subject in which the postal 
‘authorities are particularly interested. The only 
persons other than postal officials themselves who 
could have made the illegal examinations are 
Secret Service or other agents acting with the 
postal officials’ connivance. 

An elaborate system of postoffice meddling has 
been built up. Only lately the department author- 
ities showed a willingness to assume responsibility 
for the morals of 90,000,000 people by directing 
surveillance over general delivery letters. The 
postal rights of the individual are subject to con- 
; t and impertinent invasion. The remedy is to 
‘check wrongful tendencies that have gone too far 
during the last 16 years at Washington, to oppose 
true democracy to bureaucracy, to substitute open- 
ness in public business for a policy of secrecy and

TREASJYE TROVE IN AMERICA. 

It is better to find lost or hidden treasures in 
the United States than in Great Britain, because 
the finder has a better chance of holding on to 
all he finds. If farm hand Wicke Patterson of 
Liberty, Mo., had found a $10,000 pot of gold in 
England, instead of on Mr. Yancey’s farm in Mis- 
sourl, he would have committed a misdemeanor in 
saying nothing to the authorities about it. Treas- 
ure Trove, over there, legally belongs to “the 

crown,” that is, the nationai Government. Wicke’s 
duty there would have been to have an inquest 
held over the pot. The Coroner would value the 
find, and, after deducting 10 per cent, would give 
Wicke the antiquarian value of the coins or other 
objects discovered. The National Museum would 
get the original treasure, if it proved acceptable. 

In the United States this law of Treasure Trove 
does not hold, and the finder of treasure has only 
to consider the question of a possible owner. He 
fs bound to do this under the common law, and 
several of the states have statutes based on the 
common law, In Missouri, the duty of the find- 
er of lost money or property is fully defined in 
sections 8475 to 8485 of the Revised Statutes. This 
duty includes advertising the find, notifying a 
justice of the county, making affidavit of the 
facts, appraisement of the value and other pro- 
ceedings. Failure to obey this law makes the 
finder subject to a penalty of double the value of 
the treasure found, which double value he must 
forfeit to the owner. If no owner appears within 
@ year after these legal steps have been taken 
the finder is vested with the ownership of the 
treasure.

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THE CASE AGAINST ROOSEVELT. 


A Roosevelt man complains of this paper’s at- 
titude towards Roosevelt’s candidacy, and esp®- 
cially resents our assertion that the Roosevelt 
party is a one-man party .in which the follow- 
ers have no voice—which assertion our friend end 
critic interprets as disrespectful to ihe followers. 

The Post-Dispatch would not needlessly offend 
the admirers of Col. Roosevelt, who constitute a 
respectable body of men and a force to be reck- 
oned with. But these men are the very last who 
should be offended by a recital of the Colonel's 
record. Our conclusion that his parcy was a one- 
man party was based on a review of his conduct 
from the time he led his followers out of the 
Taft convention.

A Bachelor Objects to Being Taxed.

An article appeared in one of our evening pa- 
pers about a lady running for candidate as Mayor 
of Los Angeles. She would compel all bachelors 
tc pay a license, and then spend the money to 
help the disabled, poverty-stricken and orphans 
along. A very good idea, but according to the 
report of the United States Commissioner of La- 
bor, Carroll D. Wright, the worker receives as an 
annual wage only $437, which is about $8.41 a 
week, and in comparing the high cost of living 
with the low wages, it clearly shows that it is not 
the fault of the men, if they refuse getting mar- 
ried on such a small wage. The worker creates 
an average wealth of $2451 under this competi- 
tive system, working 333 days a year, six days a 
week and eight hours a day, and if he receives 
only $437 as wages, it is mot the fault of the 
men, but the fault of the dividing system. This 
dividing up system and the unemployment of 
willing workers can only be stopped when the 
machinery for production and distribution be- 
comes the collective property of the people. So- 
cialism means an entire réconstruction of the 
present form of society, denying no one the right 
to sell his labor in order to support himself and 
family, and will forever abolish bachelordom.

This will, how- 
ever, be an incomplete showing of the 
number of different nationalities repre- 
sented in St. Louis’ foreign population, 
as children from almost every country 
in, the-world ,would be present if a really 
complete representation could be se- 
cured. 

Children of Italian, German, Polish, 

Irish, Bohemian, Dutch Swedish, Span- 

ish, Russian, Scotch and French parent- 

age will dance at the festival. The 
dances will be given at the foot of the 
big hill in Forest Park, and the spec- 
tators will be seated on the sloping hill- 
side, so that it will be possible for 


thousands of persons to witness them. 


These children have learned their 
dances in the playgrounds, but the par- 
ents of many of them have brought a 
knowledge of these dances direct from 
their native lands so that they are be- 
ing perpetuated net only in the play- 
grounds but in the homes, witere there 
are not a few tlever dancers among the 
older generation. The‘peasants of every 
country in the world have their folk 
dances, sometimes as old as the history 
of the country itself, always expressing 
some characteristics of the people who

The dances of the Northern climes are 
always energetic and vigorous, with 
high-jumping steps, while those of the 
Southern climes are more graceful and 
less strenuous.

THE TARANTELLA. 


HIS is the most popular dance 
known among the peasants all over 





Italy. It is danced at every festival of 











any importance in the Little Italy of 
St. Louis, along Sixth and Seventh 
streets from Morgan street to Cass ave- 
nue. A number of explanations are 
given of its origin, the most popular 
being that it was danced by people who 
had been bitten by a tarantula. The 
violent exercise was suppused to @rive 
the poison of the spider from the vic- 
tim’s body. The ‘tarantella may be 
canced by any number of people from 
two up, but it is considered unlucky to 
dance it alone. The women dancers 
sometimes carry tamborines. The sal- 
terella is an Italian dance very similar to 
the tarantella, but less violent in char- 
acter. The Palestrina music is always 
used to accompany these dances. The 
Eansoni family, living at 1108 North

LAYING “The Dead Man’s Game” 
is a gruesome sport, but it‘ has 
been made profitable by a num- 
ber of crooks who keep close 
watch on the newspapers and make up 
a card index from the data in the 
“Died” columns. The number of men 
who work this swindle is not as .Jjarge 
as the number of beats in any other 
game because there is a pretty wide- 
spread superstition that it is unlucky 
to go after coin of this kind. Still, a 
crook will turn for any kind’ of thiev- 
ery, provided he is needy enough and 
lazy enough. Otherwise he might have 
to go to work. And this alternative has 
made many a grafter embrace the obit- 
uary department. 
The oldest form of the game has to 
do with Bible selling. The operator 
prepares a list of recent deaths in lo- 
calities removed from his own head- 
quarters. The distance consideration is 
an important factor, for in case of what 
the thieves call a “‘rumbie”’ the victim, 
being a long way off from the incep- 
tion of the swindle, will, in all prob- 
ability, hesitate to come on personally 
and prosecute. And in most cases the 
matter is allowed to drop. The crook, 
by subscribing to a clipping bureau, 
provides himself with a list of deaths 
and then sends out a letter addressed 
to the dead person, saying there re- 
mains only a small sum—say $4 or so— 
to pay on the magnificent Bible on 
which he or she had. paid the main 
part. If the balance is forwarded at 
once the Bible will be sent. 

The letter, opened by a survivor, will, 
in the majority of cases prove a 
‘‘puller.”” The suggested $4 will be sent 
and the schemer may send on a 3- 
cent Bible, or no Bible at all, accor® 
ing to how he feels about It.
